LONDON’S SENSATION, 


The Trial of Lady Colin Campbell’s 
Suit for Divorce. 


Lady Miles, Chief Witness for Plaintiff, 
Gives Her Testimony. 


The Court-Room Crowded with People Anx- 
ious to Hear the Sensational Details of 
the Trial—Sketches of the Fair Plaintiff, 
the “Mutual” Friend, and the Defendant 
—Mr. Russell’s Statement of Pilaintifi’s 
Case—The Duke of Argyle Overcome by 
the Scathing Arraigument of His Sen— 
To-Day’s Proceedings-— The Plaintifi’s 
Case Closed — Lord Colin Rebuked in 
Court. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, November 27.—It was exactly 10 
o’clock yesterday morning when the officials 
who attended the court-room where the Colin 
Campbell case was to be tried opened the 
heavy iron doors and let in the limited few 
who had been fortunate enough to pass 
through the main entrance below of the great 
law courts building. The gallery was given 
up mainiy to the correspondents of for- 
eign papers, who were there in consid- 
erable numbers, while the corner of the room 
to the right of the Judge was set apart for 
the reporters of the London papers, and of 
the various news associations. On the left of 
the Judge’s seat was the jury box, while in the 
center were the seats for the parties to the 
suit, their counsel and such barristers as were 
able to secure admission. The public was cut 
out nearly altogether. There was no room 
for anybody who did not have business there. 
The court-room is small, close and square, 
with massive stone wails, skylights, three 
gothic windows on one side, fiiteen or twenty 
feet above the floor, and two on the other. 
The officials did the best they could with the 
limited space at their disposal. Solicitors 
and barristers flitted about the long dark hall 
outside the main door in the most nervous, 
excited and undignified manner, making 
every endeavor to gain admission. 

THE PLAINTIFF. 

The hand of the clock had reached ten 
minutes past 10, when Lady Colin Campbell 
entered attended by her cousin, Lady Miles, 
her father, mother and sister and some of her 
counsel.

She said she was not 
aware thata cabman, bearing a letter from 
the Duke of Marlborough, once en- 
teced Lady Campbell’s bed-room. A cabman 
might, witness thought, have handed La 
Campbell a letter indoors, instead of throug 
a servant, and might have received from her 
a reply direct, because under the circum- 
stances in which she was placed Lady Camp- 
bell might have suspected her servants, espe- 
cially her husband’s nurse, and feared to in- 
trust them with any correspondence. 
A BENSATION, 

At this point certain letters written by wit- 
ness to the defendant were produced, and she 
was asked if they were hers. She said they 
were, and added that when she wrote them 
she thought she was writiug to a man of honor 
and not to such a person as Lord Colin 
Campbell had turned out to be — 
and that she still thought a woman’s let- 
ters should be considered sacred. [Appiause.] 
Mrs. — Lord Campbell’s nurse, Lady 
Miles continued, invented the story that Lady 
Campbell had miscarried. The invention was 
made to conceal the real nature of — 1 8 
bell’s affliction. Lord Colin Campbell had told 
witness he was endeavoring to obtain all the 
information he possibly could against his 
wife, in order to sue her for divorce, and had 
subsequentiy told witness that he had 
failed to obtain any. 

PLAINTIFF’S CASE CLOSED. 

Mr. Russell, plaintiff's counsel, corrected 
his opening statement by adding to it that 
Lady Campbell, when she married the de- 
fendant, brought him a fortune of £30,000. 
Mr. Russell then gave notice that the plaintiff’s 
case was closed. ‘ 

THE DEFENSE OPENS. 

Mr. Robert Bannatyne Finlay, Q. O., opened 
the case for the defense. He said it afforded 
inexpressible relief to Lord Colin Campbell 
to have an opportunity to defend 
himself in open court from the gross 
and cruel imputations, which had been put 
upon him, and fromthe charge of adultery, 
which had been trumped up. The malady

A volume of over six hundred pages on such 


a subject as the one before US is sure to attract 
some attention in the present crisis of human 
affairs, be it written by Whom it may. The 
present volume, however, is less a book on 
one subject than a library, complete in itself 
on everything pertaining to the burning 
questions of to-day. Ot to-day? Of all time, 
past, present and to come. Ever since 
the voice of nature OF of God uttered 
the primeval law which has 
governed mankind from the earliest ages, the 
most important question in men’s minds after 
the vital ones of life, death and eternity, has 
always been: What work shall we do? For 
whom shall we work? and what shall we get 
tor our toil? This has been the question of 
ages, and at last it has resched the stage when 
it occupies all men’s minds and thoughts, 
enters into politics, controls governments, 
disturbs society, enters into the plans 
of wealth and the hopes of poverty, 
and finally holds out promise of some better 
solution, of some fixed and valuable results.

Nate Salisbury’s Lucky Strike with “Wild 
West”—What anu Idea, Shrewdly Carried 
Out, Has Gained-—The First Elements of 
“Kerry Gow”—The American Opera En- 
gagement Next Week—Performance of 
„Faust“ at Cincinnati— Theatrical An- 
nouncements—Coulisse Chat. 


There is no business outside of speculation 
which has such startling ups and downs, and 
in which fortunes are made and lost so rap- 
idly, as In the theatrical business. 

To make a bit is to make a fortune; to score 
a miss is to lose one, or to travel along on the 
ragged edge of starvation, living from hand 
to mouth on the interest of one’s debts. 
This ancient witticism is not 80 far 
from truth in the profession, for, in 
the absence of actual cash, debts 
constitute the best capital of a combination 
pecause the creditors all combine to keep it 
on its legs and traveling in the hope of strik- 
ing receipts somewhere. 

That word hit“ is peculiarly happy, used 
in connection with success in the amusement 
line. Itis frequently so sudden and unex- 
pected that it has all the appearance of lucky 
chance. Nevertheless, back of nearly every 
success may be found the brains, energy and 


nerve that made it possible. 


There are two good examples of the ups in 
the business in town this week. They are 
Nate Salsbury and Joseph Murphy. One 
of them from moderate means has 
jumped quickly into actual and 
prospective wealth which is dazzling, which 
throws a medium-sized mining bonanza into 
the shade. The other has been made rich, not 
so suddenly but under tue operation of the 
same law working more gradually. 

It is the law of the amusement business 
which makes a novel idea, to which energy, 
persistency and sh:-ewd management are ap- 
plied, succeed as surely as day follows night. 

There had béen border dramas with Indians, 
cowboys and the usual frontier scenes injected 
into the dialogue, but there was no 


Wild West show until the conception of it 

opped into Salsbury’s head. Buffalo Bill had 
— using his knowledge of frontier life in the 
regular drama with poor success until he came 
in contact with this idea. Nate Salisbury sug- 
gested to him the Wild West, an exhibition 
of frontier life on a scale freed from the 
drama and illustrating scenes which are real 
and are not only human and American, but 
make up a distinct phase of life and history in 
this country. 

The idea went deeper than a superficial 
amusement, 
entertaining, but instructive, with an educa- 
tional trimming to the business scheme. 
Everything was real and genuine. The cow- 
boys were all wool and a yard wide, the buf- 
faloes were not make-ups, the indians were 
not painted, the bucking bronchos bucked in 
earnest. It was a real show and was a success. 
It was as much n in the West, where 
they knew all about such things, as in the 
East, where it was novel and unique. 

The first year Cody and Carver tried it to- 
gether without Saisbury with rather disas- 
trous results. The next year Salsbury carried 
out his own idea, and although there were 
disasters and discouragements yet it paid and 
improved — every season. It was begun 
three years ago, but until last summer had 
not been regarded as a genuine bonanza. 
Then the big strike that wafted the proprie- 
tors into colossal fortunes was made. 

The show was taken to Staten Island and 
an arrangement made with Erastus Wiman by 
which excursion steamers would run daily 
from New York with round trip tickets and 
admission in one fare. 

The Wild West became arage in New York 
and thousands of people flocked to Staten Is- 
land. In twelve weeks the receipts amounted 
to $600,000. This was one summer’s work. 
For this winter the pian has been varied. A 
sort of historical connection has been given 
the scenes and they are made to iilustrate 
American history from the time of 
the first settiers until the 
fight in the Big Hern. Madison Square 


. Garden was fitted up, scenery was painted for

And yet Salsbury is still doing his extrava- 
ganza business and working bard at his 
specialties in The Brook’’ with the Trouba- 
dours. His head is about the same size that it 
always was. It is said that this will be his last 
season on the stage. 

Mr. Salsbury has not publicly asserted this 
intention, but it is likely that he will devote 
himself entirely to management hereafter. 
The Troubadours were organized twelve years 
ago and after a couple of seasons of hard lines 
fellon ‘*The Brook’’ and popularity which 
has been fairly maintained since. 


Not much more thanadozen years have 
assed since Joe Murphy was picking the 
anjo and was in the enjoymentof the uncer- 
tain emoluments of the burnt cork business. 
He had been a blacksmith and the idea 
came into his head that a horse- 
shoeing scene would be a novelty on 
the stage. This revolved in his head for awhile 
* details until the use of carrier pigeons 
t. hen a horse race was added 
to the others, and 
an important event 
he took all three to Fred Marsden and asked 
him if he couldn’t construct a play out ot 
them. Marsden wrote Kerry Gow’’ and 
Murphy's fortune was made, while Marsden 
has enjoyed a neat income from the result. 
Kerry Gow’’ will make money where other 
better attractions from an artistic standpoint 
will not make salt. Joe Murphy is one of the 
richest men in the profession, and his fortune 
is estimated ut little below a million.
